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1 . Claims 1-22 are objected to because of the following informalities: The claims do 
not appear to be in the proper form. The claims should be listed as: Claim 1 . An 
apparatus... and not merely listed as (c1) t (c2), etc. Also page 17 of the specification 
must be corrected, lines 1-4 provide the end of the specification, however the remaining 
part of the page begins to list the claims, which are repeated beginning with the next 
page. Page 17 should be corrected to delete everything after line 4 so that there are not 
duplicate claims to lead to confusion. Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long/, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington,

3. Claims 1 -20 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,254,528. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because they both claim a device for enhancing or enlarging 
tissue having a vessel or dome to surround the tissue, a source of vacuum and a 
flexible mass or rim around the open end of the device to seal the device to the body 



and to diffuse or to distract the force acting on the adjacent tissue so as not to damage 
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the surrounding tissue. They both claim the same device only using slightly different 
terminology, i.e. vessel or dome, rim or flexible mass.
